(2) In the last Amendment filed in response to the Official Action 
clarification was requested as regards submission of "proper" Drawing 
Corrections. If the Examiner had called for corrected formal Drawings 
instead of using the same stock phrase as in the first Action with 
replacement of the word "proposed" by "proper" the requirement 
would have been clear. The indefiniteness in the drawing requirement 
appears due to the failure of the Examiner to comply with Section 
60802(p) where it is stated that when the proposed Drawings 
Corrections are approved, form paragraph 6.39 and one or more of 
paragraphs 6.40 or 6.41 or 6.44 must follow. Had this been done it 
would have been clear that new corrected formal drawings were 
required with the approved changes incorporated therein. 

It is therefore respectfully submitted that the Examiner has not clearly apprised the 
Applicant of the necessary Action to be taken with respect to the drawings. 

Accordingly, withdrawal of the Abandonment without payment of any fees on the part 
of the applicant, is requested.
